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MILK 


Production,  Disposition,  and  Income,  1959-6' 


Milk  GOVS  in  the  United  States  produced  122,920  million  pounds  of  milk  in  i960, 
about  1  percent  more  than  the  revised  1959  production  of  121,989  million  pounds. 
Annual  milk  production  per  cov  increased  3  percent  from  1959  "to  I960,  and  more  than 
offset  a  decrease  of  2  percent  in  milk  cow  numbers.    Total  milk  production  in  i960 
vras  sufficient  to  provide  683  pounds  per  capita  in  the  United  States       6  pounds  less 
than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  lowest  since  estimates  were  started  in  1924. 

The  average  mamber  of  milk  cows  on  farms  during  I96O  was  17,5*^-9^000^  sl  record 
low  for  estimates  beginning  in  192^.    Milk  cow  numbers  have  decreased  each  year  since 
1953>  tJut  the  decline  from  1959  to  I96O  was  only  2  percent  compared  with  h  to  'p  per- 
cent in  each  of  the  3  preceding  years.    Annual  milk  production  per  cow  set  a  record 
high  of  7^004  pounds  in  1960,  with  a  gain  of  I89  pounds  from  the  previous  high  set  in 
1959'    Annual  output  per  cow  has  increased  3  "to  U  percent  each  year  since  195^. 

Farm-churned  butter  reached  a  record  low  of  63  million  pounds  in  I96O,  and  ac- 
counted for  only  k  percent  of  the  combined  production  of  creamery  and  farm-churned 
butter.    Butter  churned  on  farms  decreased  18  percent  from  1959  Q^nd  has  dropped  jG 
percent  in  the  past  10  years.    Heaviest  production  continued  in  the  Southern  States 
where  a  greater  proportion  of  the  milk  cows  are  kept  mainly  to  furnish  milk  for  dairy 
products  for  home  use. 

Volume  of  milk  and  cream  sold  2  percent  above  1959 

The  queintity  of  milk  marketed  by  farmers  as  milk  and  cream  totaled  II3.7  billion 
pounds  in  I960.    This  record  volume  was  about  2  percent  more  thaji  in  1959  l^ut  only 
1  percent  above  the  previous  high  of  1957*    Farmers  sold  IO3.6  billion  pounds  of  whole 
milk  to  plants  and  dealers  in  I96O  —  3  percent  more  than  the  previous  high  of  the 
preceding  year.    These  whole  milk  sales  accoimted  for  Qk  percent  of  the  total,  milk 
production  in  I960.    Marketings  of  whole  milk  increased  from  1959  in  all  sections  of 
the  cotmtry,  with  gains  less  than  the  National  average  in  the  East  North  Central  and 
South  Central  regions. 

In  i960,  milk  separated  and  marketed  as  cream  to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  8.2 
billion  povmds  —  down  10  percent  from  the  previous  year  and  off  60  percent  from 
10  years  earlier.    Sales  of  milk  in  the  form    of  cream  declined  9  percent  from  1959 
in  the  North  Central  region,  where  87  percent  of  the  Nation's  farm- separated  cream 
was  marketed. 

Sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  fanners  directly  to  customers  amounted  to  2.0  billion 
pounds.    This  is  h  percent  less  than  the  previous  record  low  set  in  1959-  Retail 
sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers  in  i960  decreased  from  the  preceding  year  in  all 
regions  except  the  West,  which  gained  slightly  due  to  larger  sales  in  California.

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A  total  of  9.2  billion  pounds  of  milk  was  used  on  farms  where  produced.  This 
\Tas  8  percent  less  than  the  previous  record  low  established  in  1959  ajid  accounted  for 
approximately  7  percent  of  the  total  milk  production.    In  I96O,  nearly  ^.h  billion 
pounds  of  the  mi31c  used  on  farms  where  produced  was  consumed  as  fluid  milk  and  cream, 
while  1.3  billion  pounds  of  milk  was  made  into  farm-churned  butter  and  2.5  billion 
pounds  was  fed  to  calves. 

Cash  receipts  at  record  high 

Farmers '  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  reached  a  record  high  of 
$^^737  million  in  i960.    This  is  3  percent  above  the  preceding  year  and  2  percent 
above  the  former  high  set  in  1957-    Cash  receipts  include  income  from  the  sale  of 
whole  milk  and  farm- separated  cream  by  farmers  to  plants  and  dealers  as  well  as  sales 
of  milk  and  cream  sold  direct  to  customers.    Combined  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  in 
i960  brought  farmers  an  average  return  of  $^.17  per  hundredweight  of  milk,  or  $1.11 
per  pound  of  milkfat  in  all  milk  and  cream.    Compared  with  1959^  this  is  an  increase 
of  6  cents  per  hundredweight  of  milk  and  2  cents  per  pound  of  milkfat.    Cash  income 
from  sales  of  milk  and  cream  increased  from  1959  in  all  regions  of  the  coiintry. 
Farmers  in  35  States  realized  larger  cash  returns  in  I960  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Income  from  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  in  I960  totaled  $^,356  million. 
These  record  high  cash  retiirns  were  up  k  percent  from  the  preceding  year.    The  price 
per  hiindredweight  of  whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  averaged  $U.21  in  I96O  — 
5  cents  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  and,  although  equaled  in  1957^  it  has  not 
been  exceeded  since  1953' 

Cash  receipts  from  farm- separated  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  was  $l80 
million  in  i960.    This  is  11  percent  less  than  in  1959>  ^-^d  reflects  a  lower  average 
price  as  well  as  a  continued  decline  in  marketings.    The  average  price  of  fat  in 
cream  decreased  one-half  cent  per  pound  from  the  1959  level. 

Farmers  realized  a  cash  retiirn  of  $201  million  from  sales  of  milk  and  cream 
direct  to  customers.    This  is  3  percent  less  than  in  1959^  s-s  the  decrease  in  volume 
of  sales  more  than  offset  the  slight  gain  in  price.    For  the  second  consecutive  year, 
income  from  retail  milk  and  cream  sold  by  farmers  has  exceeded  the  income  from  cream 
sold  to  plants  and  dealers. 

Gross  farm  income  from  dairy  products  totaled  $5^036  million  in  I96O  —  an  in- 
crease of  2  percent  from  each  of  the  preceding  2  years.    Gross  farm  income  includes 
cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers  emd  the  A^lue  of  milk 
used  as  fluid  milk  and  cream  and  for  farm-churned  butter  on  farms  where  produced. 
Total  farm  value  of  milk  produced  was  $5,138  million  in  I960.    This,  like  gross  farm 
income    from  dairy  products,  was  2  percent  higher  than  in  I958  and  1959*    Farm  value 
of  milk  produced  includes  the  value  of  milk  fed  to  calves  in  addition  to  gross  farm 
income  from  milk. 

More  milk  used  for  factory  products  in  I96O 

The  milk  equivalent  of  all  factory  products  made  in  I96O  totaled  60,283  million 
poxxnds,  3.5  percent  more  than  in  1959*    Factory  products  accounted  for  percent 
of  all  milk  produced  in  I96O.    Creamery  butter  production,  with  an  increase  of  k  per- 
cent from  1959>  accounted  for  2k  percent  of  I960  milk  production.    Cheese  production 
increased  7  percent  to  a  record  high  in  I96O  and  used  11  percent  of  the  total  milk 
output.    About  h2  percent  of  all  milk  produced  in  I960  was  consumed  in  fluid  form  by 
the  nonfarm  population  and  6  percent  was  consumed  in  farm  households.    Farm- churned 
butter,  milk  fed  to  calves  and  other  uses  accounted  for  the  remaining  small 
percentage  of  all  milk  produced. 
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
